to air their theories and to demonstrate their
wisdom or their folly, their patriotism or their |
treasonable proolivities. If this judgment be
oorrect, it reflects great discredit upon the
long list of Demooratic maguates who have
been fairly tried before the people, and in |
their enlogies of Seymour it would be interest-
ing to hear them explain how and why he
gained his alleged pre-eminence, despite the
lack of proper opportunities. The nation has
witnessed, during the last twelve years, some-
times with mortification, but oftener with jast
indignation, innumerable displaya of Demo.
oratio statesmanship. The favorite dootrines

Literature and the Drama,
It has recently become guite the fashion to

bewalil the decline of literature and the drama I the St Bos o

as one of the .undeniable faocts of the day.

This is no new thing under the sun, for Gold- |

smith made his vulgar lady from town ex-
olgim in heart-rending tones that ‘‘there is
nothing coming out now but the moat lowest
stufl in nature,”” and the same cry has been
heard from time to time ever ginoa. If it s,
indeed, true that the general tone of popular
literatare is lower than formerly, it is & matter
of snoh importance in ita bearivg upon the
minds and morals of the psople that it shonld
ba serionsly constdered, rather than dis-
miseed with a flippant and superfioial oriticism,

In instituting a comparison between the
condition of literature in the present and the

past it should be firat remembarad that a |
great change has oocnrred in the reading pub- '

lio. Addison and Stesle wrole their editorials
for a seleot few-—the scholara and people of
leisure, who oomstituted the public of that
day, while the same olass, or rather the oor-
responding class in our day, ia more fully
supplied by the vast array of periodioals
solentific, scholastic, and literary, oontaining
essays, arguments;, and disonssions as oare”
fally studied and as oritically correct.

But this body of stundents does not now con.
gtitute the only publio; & vast republic of
renders has been recently oreated, emb racing
thousands in place of tens,—a publio that
reads the daily newspapers, and farnishes a
larger number of intelligent readers than aver
welcomed the weekly issue of the Spectator
or Taftler. This is the largest and most ap-
parent publie, the one most clamorons in its
demands and most liberal in its payments,

If this olass i3 not yet ready to admire and
demand a severe style, and has npot yet
learned the great literary fact that *“‘adjeotives
are tbe greatest foes ol substantives,' let ns
rejoice in the abundance rather than inthe
var'ely of the quality prodacad, and in tha
faol that so largs a proportion of the paople
have been edacated to snch & degres of iotel-
ligent interest.

Itis mot that literature is lowerad, bat it
has been infinitely broadenmed in extent, so
that it embraces all degrees of intelliganos,
and all varieties ot taste. The supply of the
inferior quality is the most abundant, and the
weak weeklies, mild monthlies, and nonsensi.
oal novels flaunt in front of the book-stores,
just as festoons of cheap calico adorn the door
of the merchant; but thers are treasures of
silk and luce within.

But let us not fall into sucha plausible
fallacy a8 to echo the cry that literature is
degraded. Do not stars into the ‘'blanket
shest’’ with its monatrosities for illustrations
until yon are blind, and then griave over the
depravity of the day, bat sesk the elegant
diction, scientific research, and earnest and
sincere thought lavished upon the review,
quarterly magazine, and an immense variety
of gimilar periodicals.

Let none say that those who first tasted the
pure waters of the ‘‘well of English undefiled’
have not found fit followers in the authors of
to-day. The wits of Elizabeth, or the “fins
gentlemen’’ writers of Anne's Augustan age
never wrote in purer etyle or with oclearer or
more elegant diction. The grandest language
of the world bends in obedience to the potent
pens of Macanlay, Kingsley, Balwer, and
George Elliot, and to our own Hawthorne,
Motley, and Cheeseboro.

A similar charge has been brought agains!
the drama, and merits & similar anawer. Gar.
rick trembled with anxiety when he saw Pope
in hia audience; npon the poet’s verdict huug
the aotor's fame, The select few who filled the
boxes, and really paid for the entertainment,
would be inflaenced by his judgment., What
Eoglich actor would wait anxionsly for Tenny-
gon's opinion, or weigh it for & momsnt, &8 a
matter of fame or profit? Can we imagine
Jeflerson pausing to crave Irving's applause
for Rip Van Winkle ?
